The Soviet Union today claim 


ed, and the United States con 
firmed, that American war 
planes dropped bombs Thursdaj 
on or near a Russian shij 
moored in the harbor at Hai 
phong. 


The Pentagon, in the seconc 


such admission this month, con 
ceded that bombers might have 
hit the vessel as they attacked 
Haiphong harbor oil installs 
tions. The Pentagon statemenl 
followed a "resolute protest' 
delivered by Russia to the U.S 
embassy in Moscow, charging 
that an antipersonnel boml 
damaged the Soviet merchant 
ship Mikhail Frunze during 
Thursday's raids. 


In Washington, the Pentagon 


conceded American fire mighl 
have hit the ship. It said two 
planes assigned to suppress flak 
had attacked an air defense site 
about 500 yards away and, "al- 
though pilots are under instruc- 
tions to avoid Soviet shipping, it 
is possible that certain of the 
ordnance directed at the an- 
tiaircraft site fell on the ship.

and poststrike photography," it 
said, "to obtain all possible in- 
formation on the incidentv- 


It was the second U.S. admis- 


sion this month that American 
bombers may have hit a Soviet 
vessel in a North Vietnam har- 
bor. 


The Russians charged June 2 


that 
American 
planes 
had 


bombed the Soviet ship Turkes- 
tan in the North Vietnamese 
harbor of Cam Pha. 


The United States first denied 


that had occurred but later 
conceded the Turkestan might 
have been struck during a raid 
on North Vietnamese antiair- 
craft installations. 


The U.S. statement on that 


case, issued June 20, expressed 
regrets and offered assurance 
that efforts would be made to 
avoid more such incidents. 


'Strict Punishment' 


As in the Turkestan case, the 


Russians demanded "strict pun- 
ishment" of the U.S.. airmen. 


In the earlier incident the 


State Department only said it 


propriate measures to ensure 
the safety of its ships." 


But it did say: "The Soviet 


government with all seriousness 
warns that the responsibility for 
the dangerous, piratic actions of 
the American Air Force will lie 
upon the government of the 
United States.' 


Saigon dispatches said the 


targets of the bombing were on 
the south bank of the Kua Kam 
River, Haiphong's artery to the 
sea. The city itself lies on the 
south bank, and ships often are 
moored up and down the river, 
outside the immediate harbor 
installation.

Ky Yields to Thieu as 
Presidency Contender

United States' Policy Badly Battered

SAIGON (AP) - 
Premier 


Nguyen Cao Ky's forced with- 
drawal today as a presidential 
candidate leaves U.S. policy in 
this country badly battered. 


But Ky's decision, following- 


a three-day meeting of the 
ruling military junta, may 
have averted a dangerous 
split in the military. 


Coup rumors had spread 


through the capital for days 
as Ky, an air vice marshal, 
and Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van 
Thieu, the chief of state, 
fought a bitter, behind-the- 
scenes battle for the mili- 
tary's stamp of approval in 
the 
September 
presidential 


election. 


Whether the junta decision 


that Thieu run for president 
and Ky for vice president 
really will solve the issue is 
uncertain. 


What is certain is that U.S. 


policy was badly hurt and the 
United States is faced with 
the virtual certainty that the 
president of Viet Nam will be 
nursing deep grudges against 
the U.S. diplomatic mission 
here, and by extension, Wash- 
ington as well. 


For American 
diplomats 


long have been pushing Ky for 
president when the country is 
returned to popular control in 
September. 


The maneuvering has been 


behind scenes and officially 


the United States has taken a 
hands off policy toward the 
election. 


But senior U.S. officials, 


reportedly including Ambas- 
sador Ellsworth Bunker, have 
urged Thieu to abandon his 
bid for the presidency. The 
thinking behind this was that 
Ky had the backing of the 
military 
j u n t a and that 


Thieu's candidacy would serve 
only to divide the generals, 
creating 
dangerous friction 


and possibly opening the way 
to an electoral victory by a 
civilian. 


The U.S. mission reasoned 


that the extrovert Ky would 
be far better able to rally the 
country to Saigon's cause than

Air Force spokesmen said they 
would disclose some information 
today about Maj. Robert H. 
Lawrence Jr., reported to be 
named as the nation's first Ne- 
gro astronaut. 


The Chicago Sun-Times re- 


ported today that Lawrence, 30, 
would be among four military 
astronauts named to join 12 oth- 
ers in traning. Lawrence, from 
Chicago, is stationed at Ed- 
wards Air Force Base, in south- 
ern California. 


The 16 will be the nation's 


first astronauts in a military 
program, the Sun-Times said. 
All others are part of the civil- 
ian program of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration. 


Lawrence was born in Chica- 


go and earned a bachelor's de- 
gree in chemistry at Bradley 
University in Peoria, 111. He en- 
tered the Air Force through the 
Reserve Officer Training Corps 
program. After duty in West 
Germany he returned to the 
United States in 1961 and earned 
his Ph. D. at Ohio State Univer- 
sity.

said Ky, the air force com- 
mander who has run South Viet- 
nam for two years, was making 
a patriotic sacrifice to avoid 
splitting the nation's armed 
forces. 


Ky is 36 and Thieu 44. The 


rivalry between Ky and Thieu, 
nominally his senior in the 
largely 
ceremonial 
office of 


chief of state, had already start- 
ed divisions among the 600,000 
uniformed men who form the 
most 
cohesive 
single 
force 


among the 15 million South Viet- 
namese. 


The decision that Ky should 


drop to the No. 2 spot on Thieu's 
ticket came after three days of 
tense meetings of the powerful 
Armed Forces Council, an or- 
;anization of about 50 generals. 


Switch Applauded

Ky is a Buddhist, as are most 


Vietnamese. Thieu is a Roman

Homeless, penniless and their 


father in prison, four Little 
Chute children this morning 
began their fourth day in juve- 
nile detention quarters in the 
Outagamie County jail. 


But even the drab, concrete- 


floored 
detention cells were 


more comfortable than some of 
their quarters in the past few 
weeks—including a car, th2 
baseball dugout at Little Chute 
pa.-!:, and the stage at the Little 
Chute village hall. 


And the scalloped potatoes, 


ham, beets, creamed corn, cook- 
ies, bread and milk they had 
from the jail kitchen Thursday 
night — along with oatmeal, 
toast and milk for breakfast 
today — tasted great after a 


steady diet of sweet rolls, pop 
and lunch meats. 


The children's 45-year-old 


mother and their 
18-year-old 


sister, who also had been in 
detention since Tuesday after- 
noon, were released late Thurs- 
day afternoon on a court order 
from County Judge Raymond P. 
Dohr, who explained that since' 
they were not juveniles and had 
not bee*n charged with a crime, 
they could not bo held any 
longer. 


Judge Dohr placed temporary 


custody of the four younger 
children in the hands of the 
Outagamie County Welfare De- 
partment, and instructed the 
mother to see what she could do 
to help find housing for her 
family. 


Welfare department c a s e- 


workcrs at mid-morning today, 


however, said prospects did not 
look good for getting the four 
children — ages 11, 14, 16, and 
17 — out of jail in the immedi- 
ate future, unless the mother 
finds housing or someone offers 
foster facilities. 


The mother and her children, 


five girls and a boy, were 
brought to the jail Tuesday 
afternoon — "as a last resort." 
They reportedly had been evict- 
ed from their Little Chute home 
about a month ago, because, as 
one spokesman put it, they 
allowed the house to run down 
and were behind in the rent. 


The woman's husband—step- 


father of the six children — was 
sent to the sex deviate center at 
the state prison last February 
after he was found guilty of two 
morals offenses. The family 
reportedly had been on at least 


partial relief since then. 


On.the night of June 22, Little 


Chute police received a com- 
plaint of people sleeping in a 
car on Depot Street. Police let 
them sleep on the stage at the 
village hall, and the next day 
were told that the family had 
made arrangements 
to stay 


with relatives. 


Last Monday night, a Little 


Chute policeman 
found 
the 


same family preparing "to bed 
down for the night" in a car at 
the village ball park, wherj a 
carnival was on. For lack of 
any place else to house them, 
Little Chute police brought them 
to jail, "until something could 
be done." Juvenile detention 
orders were obtained. 


The 16-year-old boy was 


placed in the male juvenile 
detention cell, while the rest of 


the family eventually was put 
together in the female juvenile 
section. The oldest girl became 
ill Wednesday night. 


The jail booking sheet shows 


the family was brought to jail 
at the direction of a welfare 
worker. Each member of the 
family, when asked, listed, "no 
address." 


For a while after the mother 


and children were evicted, they 
split up and rJayed with various 
relatives, including older broth- 
ers and sisters in Kaukauna. 
But relatives could not keep 
them. The boy said he had 
stayed for a while at friends' 
houses, in a sleeping bag, both 
indoors and out. 


One of the girls had a steady 


baby-sitting job, and so stayed

MADISON (AP) - Wisconsin

Quality Important in Production of Forage 


Efficient and profitable forage 


production includes harvesting a 
quality product, 
as well as 


raising high yields. Digestibility 
of perennial forages declines 
about .5 percentage units per 
day when cutting is delayed 
past the early flowering stage. 


In addition, the animal con- 


sumption of these forages de- 
creases even faster 
as the 


plants mature. 


In general, legumes such as 


alfalfa 
and red 
clover 
are 


higher in digestible dry matter, 
total digestible nutrients (TDN) 
and protein than are grasses at 
compai able stages of growth. 


However, grasses harvested 


at the boot stage can equal 
early-cut alfalfa in digestibility. 
Grasses do not decrease in 
quality until heading. Therefore; 
to get quality forage 
from 


grass, cut before heading. When 
seeded in mixtures, the matur 
ity of the legumes usually 
determines the stage of cutting. 


Maximum dry matter yields 


of alfalfa and red clover occur 
at Ml bloom, providing there is 
no loss of leaves. However, 
maximum feeding value from 
the first cutting of forage is 
reached at least 15 days before 
this stage. 


Costly Delay 


While you get more tonnage 


from the first cutting by waiting 
for the more advanced stages, 
you get less tonnage for the 
entire year because only two 
cuttings are possible. Harvest- 
ing the first <ar>p early before 
maximum dry matter accumu- 
lation, allows time for greater 
yields from'the second and third 
cuttings. 


Because these regrowth for- 


ages have a higher feeding 
value than a late first cutting, 
you get more total feeding value 
harvested per acre under an 
early 
cutting 
system. Also, 


early harvesting conserves val- 
uable moisture for this forage 
regrowth, which is often over- 
looked. Three harvests in Calu- 
met County are recommended. 


All harvests should be taken 


before Sept. 1. To obtain three 
cuttings of alfalfa in Calumet 
County, cut the first crop by 
first flower, about now, and the 
remaining crops also by first 
flower. Recent Wisconsin re- 
search has shown that cutting 
by first flower gives higher 
yields of TDN and protein, than 
cutting by calendar date. This 
allows for year to year differ- 
ences in moisture and tempera- 


ture that influence plant devel- 
opment. Flemish alfalfas will 
mature approximately 7-10 days 
earlier than Vernal. So these 
fields should be watched -closely 
and harvested first to obtain the 
maximum yield of quality for- 
age.

SAIGON (AP) - Premier 


Nguyen Cao Ky's forced with- 
drawal today as a presidential 
candidate leaves U.S. policy in 
this country badly battered". 


But Ky's decision, following 


a three-day meeting of the 
ruling military junta, may 
have averted a dangerous 
split in the military. 


Coup rumors had spread 


through the capital for days 
as Ky, an air vice marshal, 
and Lt. Gen. Nguyen Van 
Thieu, the 
chief of state,

election. 


Whether the junta decision 


that Thieu run for president 
and Ky for vice president 
really will solve the issue is 
uncertain. 


What is certain is that U.S.

the virtual certainty that the 
president of Viet Nam will be 
nursing deep grudges against 
the U.S. diplomatic mission 
here, and by extension, Wash- 
ington as well. 


F o r American diplomats 


long have been pushing Ky for 
president when the country is 
returned to popular control in 
September. 


The maneuvering has been

But senior U.S. officials, 


reportedly including Ambas- 
sador Ellsworth Bunker, have 
urged Thieu to abandon his 
bid for the presidency.

The Battle of Beer 


It will be difficult for ordinary citizens 


to understand how the two houses of the 
state legislature, representing the same 
people of Wisconsin, can be as far apart on 
such a familiar question as regulating the 
sale of intoxicants to minors in the 
interests of highway safety. 


A graduated establishment of a 21 year 


minimum for the consumption of beer in 
public places over a three year period was 
approved by the state senate several weeks 
ago with comparative ease. But the other 
day 
the 
assemblymen in 
the second 


chamber of the legislature killed that out 
of hand, then by an even more decisive vote 
refused to reconsider their vote and thus 
buried the question, and followed that 
action with what purports to be a 19 year 
old uniformity rule but 
which 
raises 


disturbing and important questions in the 
minds of many officials and others. 


The problem in considering a 19 year 


old standard has been that many of the 
localities of Wisconsin, under the local 
option law, have enacted 21 year minimum 
age ordinances to govern their own juris- 
dictions. About 60 per cent of the state's 
population, it is reliably estimated, is 
represented in the inhabitants of localities 
that either forbid below 21 beer sales by 
local law, have outlawed local sale of 
intoxicants altogether, or have achieved a 
21 year rule for beer in effect by declining 
to issue licenses for the operation of beer 
bars for persons 18 years or above, as now 
permitted in state law. 


We had thought that the legislative 


representatives of those 60 per cent of the 
people of Wisconsin would honor their 
express wishes, and decline to approve 
anything except a 21 year rule as a 
practical matter. 


A Safe and Sane Fourfh 


No citizen can be blamed for wanting to 


celebrate Independence Day, July 4. It is 
our most significant national holiday. But 
the celebration should be tempered vvith 
common sense in all holiday activities, 
Including even the use of fireworks of the 
type which are permitted by state law. The 
law banning the sale, possession and use of 
almost every kind of fireworks was passed 
by the Legislature to protect individuals, 
particularly children, from serious injuries. 


Older residents can well recall the lists 


which appeared in newspapers the day 
after July 4 in years past detailing the 
variety of injuries, in some cases deaths, 
caused 
by 
fireworks. Public 
concern 


brought about legislative action so that 
Wisconsin has one of the broadest and 
toughest laws in the United States prohibit- 
ing fireworks of most types except under 
strictly controlled conditions such as public 
displays. Although even those fireworks 
still allowed to be sold — toy snakes, 
sparklers, cap guns and paper caps — 
sometimes still cause injury, the casualty 
list from fireworks in the state has dropped 
to practically nothing since the stale ban. 


There are, however, always those who 


The New Draff law 


The extension of the Selective Service 


Act, agreed upon by 
a House-Senate 


conference committee and passed by Con- 
gress, is probably the fairest possible such 
law at this time. But in the long run it 
represents some Congressional procrastina- 


tion. 


The new law, passed in a hurry since 


the old one was about to expire, continues 
deferments for college students in good 
standing and those enrolled in apprentice 
and job training programs. It doesn't 
attempt to establish grade levels or qualify- 
ing results on tests for the simple reason 
that college and university faculties were 
refusing to cooperate. It suggests that those 
eligible for induction be chosen at the age 
of 19 rather than in the reverse order with 
the 26 year olds being the most vulnerable. 
Study deferments will generally end at age 
24 and those who have had such defer- 
ments will then become qualified for early 
induction. President Johnson's proposal for 
a lottery was rejected. 


There are still weaknesses in the law 


entirely aside from whether or not any 
selective .service act is a form of involun- 
tary servitude. As Congressman William 
Steiger points out, there is a great inequity 
"when there are two men of identical 
status in education, in skills, in family and 
in age, where one is drafted and the other 
Is not because the policies followed by their 
draft boards are different." And it is likely 


Perhaps we were wrong in that assump- 


tion. But we prefer to wait and see. A close 
observer of these doings in Madison has a 
right, we believe, to be skeptical about the 
purposes of the assemblymen who insisted 
so belligerently on the 19 year old bill as 
passed. 


Will the senate, when the measure is 


before that house, be as willing to defy the 
transparent desire of a numerical majority 
of the people of the state who now live 
under and support a 21 year rule? What of 
the 
many communities that have not 


adopted a local ordinance for 21 years 
under their local option privilege, but have 
achieved the same result by declining as a 
matter of policy to license the 18 year old 
beer hang-outs? The authors of the assem- 
bly bill explain that in such a situation an 
applicant for a bar license can go to court 
and over-rule the refusal of the city 
officials. Thus the courts would become 
administrative tribunals for beer regulation 
matters. At the very least, this doubtful 
innovation will require extensive litigation 
to prove its validity, and thus the whole 
issue may be put off for months even in the 
unlikely event that the senate concurs in 
the 
assembly amendment. We find it 


difficult to imagine that any responsible 
judge will over-rule the declared position 
of 
the 
elected 
city administration 
of 


Milwaukee, and effective for many years, 
on this matter. 


There lingers the uneasy thought that 


these men of the assembly, with 
the 


anxious minions of the beer trades hover- 
ing on the sidelines, may have sought a 
situation of utter confusion and impractica- 
bility, thus to defeat the whole cause of 
resolving the problem of intoxicants-youth- 
automobiles by indirection. 


find a way to purchase illegal fireworks 
and to set them off. They are breaking the 
law as well as running the risk of becoming 
maimed or injuring others. They also are 
subject to arrest, fines of $25 to S500, or 
jail terms of not less than 30 days or more 
than six months, or both. Parents or legal 
guardians who knowingly permit a minor 
to buy, possess or use illegal fireworks are 
liable for all resulting damage and for 
criminal fines and jail terms. Each day of a 
violation constitutes a separate and distinct 
offense. 


The legal sanctions for the law are stiff 


enough. But, more important, is the chance 
of injury from illegal fireworks because 
experience has shown they are hazardous. 


During the next few days there will be 


innumerable requests 
by officials 
that 


citizens spend a safe and sane July 4, the 
references being mostly to the hazards of 
highway travel during the holiday. It 
should be emphasized also that the use of 
any type of fireworks has some hazard. 
Proper safeguards should be taken for the 
kinds which are permitted. The law should 
be invoked to the fullest against those who 
set off fireworks which are illegal, if only 
to protect the individual against himself.

Despite the real and 
right support for our armed forces in 
Vietnam, there do not seem to be many 
Americans who really believe that we are 
fighting for democracy over there or that 
the battle lines might be drawn up in 
California or even Hawaii if we hadn't 
become so involved. But there are probably 
a great many young Americans who would 
find a military career a fine one Where the 
risks usually would be no higher than on a 
Sunday afternoon on a United 
States 


highway. 


When the war in Vietnam is over, 


Congress 
should move immediately to 


encourage a voluntary military service 
system and not wait around again until the 
situation becomes acute.

HowWill We Adjust 


To Supersonic Travel? 


BY SYDNEY J. HARRIS 


Reading about those new 


supersonic planes that promise 
to scoot us across the Atlantic 
in an hour or so, I thought 
about my brief trip to Europe 
this spring, and the problem of 
"time" e v e n at subsonic 
speeds. 


My trip was part of Japan

the-world service, a]though I 
went only as far as Rome, and 
returned. I have nothing but 
admiration for the airline — 
which is highly efficient and 
madly courteous — but the 
problem of meals has not yet 
been licked. 


Flights around the world will 


soon be ordinary, and will take 
only a few hours. Then what 
kind of "time" will the planes 
be on? When do they serve 
breakfast, when lunch, and 
when dinner? It is already 
confusing, but the confusion 
will be compounded at super- 
sonic speeds. 


Taking off from Rome at 7 


in the morning, we were given 
cold crabmeat canapes and 
champagne for "breakfast" — 
because the passengers al- 
ready on the plane, who had 
embarked in the Middle East, 
were ready for their late 
afternoon collation. But we, 
having left our hotel before 
breakfast, were perishing for 
eggs, toast and lots of hot 
coffee. 


When we landed at London, 


we found the same mixup of 
meal-times, and were set to 
nibbling a Devonshire "high 
tea" when we desperately 
wanted lunch. And this was 
scarcely the airline's fault. 


The 
problem 
of "space- 


time" is more than the trivial 
matter of meals. It is a 
matter of adjusting the whole 
delicate homeostatic balance 
of the body to speeds that are 
p h y s i o logically unsettling. 
Each of us has an "internal 
clock" within us that can be 
tampered with only so far 
before it rebels. 


Even at today's relatively 


moderate speeds, one arrives 
in Rome seven hours "later" 
than the internal clock. It took 
most of our party two or three 
days to adjust to Roman time, 
and the same on the return 
flight. The whole sleep pattern 
was deranged, which is even 
more important than the tim- 
ing of meals. 


Recent studies have shown 


that swift changes in time 
zones are disturbing to the 
bodily equilibrium; when the 
difference b e t w e e n "outer 
time" and "inner time" be- 
comes too pronounced, the 
body balks and may begin to 
malfunction, like a watch that 
is wound too tightly. Super- 
sonic speeds will, of course, 
double or treble this discrep- 
ancy. 


Just as there is an optimum

to its external environment.

WASHINGTON - If you go 


into militiry service and rent 
an apartment or house it's a 
good idea before you sign a 
lease to have written into it a 
clause permitting you to break 
the lease- 
elsewhere.

Many people in service get 


themselves into a bind under 
the mistaken impression that 
military orders automatically 
break a lease. It just isn't so, 
even in wartime. 


Many landlords 
and rental 


agencies near military bases 
are reasonable about letting 
military families off the hook 
without a lease-breaking clause. 
But others take advantage of all 
the legalities. 


The Soldiers' and Sailors' 


Civil Relief Act does permit a 
serviceman to break a lease by 
"timely" notice if he signed it 
before he went into uniform. 
Even in such a case, however, 
the landlord may appeal to a 
court and get a modification if 
the judge thinks the landlord is 
being treated unfairly. 


It's a good idea to find out 


from your post legal officer 
what the local laws are on 
leases. He'll probably be happy 
to provide you with a suggested 
clause. 


Generally, military clauses in 


leases give you the right to end 
the lease before the end of the 
agreed term provided the land- 
lord is given timely notice and 
given evidence of your transfer. 
Some financial penalty may be 
required.
